Why dread 
th«* quick disposition of the body 
of some loved one in this way? 
Is it any worse thay placing the 
inanimate corpse in the ground, 
where it will there decay by slow 
process, and return“ dust to d u st/'

“ ashes to ashes and dust to dust 1 ’'

be advanced against 
cremation, 
while many things can I»«* advan­ 
ced against interment. The worst 
tiling that can be said against cre­ 
mation now, as we see it. is that 
it is not customary.

C ALLA W AY LAYS 
BARE THE OPPOSITION 


By Extracts From Goodson’s Speech 
of June 13. 


I understand that Judge G. H. 
Goodson has announced th at he 
will make a speech against me at 
DeLeon. He made a speech in the 
court house at Comanche on S atu r­ 
day night Ju n e 13th. 1 shall quote 
only from the statem ents made by 
him, because 11. N. Goodson is his 
son, and J. M. Rieger is commonly 
understood to be his satclite. He 
was going to answer tin* statement 
that I made at DeLeon, which was 
not quoted, nor attem pted to be 
quoted, by the DeLeon Free Press, 
hut only referred to. 1 said at De­ 
Leon that the opposition to me was 
due to the spleen, envy, and jeal­ 
ousy of three men in Comanche, 
the initials of whose names were 
(J. H. Goodson, II. N. Goodson, and 
J. M. Rieger. Their 
spleen 
was 
prim arely due to m\ accepting em ­ 
ployment 
to 
prosecute 
E. 
C. 
Gaines, whom the Good sons w e e 
defending, and my going before 
the grand jury and presenting the 
law and the facts to tin* grand ju ­ 
ry and getting Gaines 
indicted, 
that he might stand trial in open 
court for the killing of John Reese, 
and not have the things mothered 
in the grand ju ry room, as it had 
been for almost a year. 
I am glad they attem pted 
to 
m ake answ er to this statem ent of 
min«*. G. II. Goodson showed very 
clearly in his speech that my stat«-- 
ments at DeLeon were absolutely 
correct. H ere is w hat h<* said ; 
“ I may he wrong, and he rigid, 
hut if I lived j o he as old as M ethu­ 
selah, he could not redeem his con­ 
nection with the Gaines case. I did 
fall out w ith him about his connec­ 
tion w ith the ease, I do not deny 
it.

case. He may have been right and 
I wrong, but that was my concep­ 
tion of it. 
1 had helped flu* man 
up to th at time. That was a great 
case, and if there had been no oth­ 
er cause w hatever, THAT W A S 
T H E LEA DING CAUSE O F MY 
O PPO SITIO N 
TO 
HIM, 
AND 
W IL L BE AS LONG AS 1 L IV E .” 
These are his exact words. I am 
giving them to the citizens of Com­ 
anche county, that they m ay know 
accurately and definitely from him 
exactly w hat the 
difference 
be­ 
tween him and me is. 
They can 
then determ ine for themselves who 
is in the right. I did 
not 
th in k 
th at polities should he used to pro­ 
tect a m an from prosecution. 
I 
thought his case should he brought 
into the open court room and th at 
he should be tried by a ju ry of his 
peers, w here the state could p re ­ 
sent the witnesses against 
him, 
assisted bv w hatever counsel the 
friends of the deceased saw fit to 
employ, and the jury , selected in 
the open and sworn to try 
the 
ease on the facts and the law, pass 
on the guilt or innocence of the 
m an for the killing of Jo h n Reese, 
after they w ere in full possession 
of the facts, and had in charge 
the law. 
I did not believe that 
such a crime should he covered up 
and smothered out by a question 
of polities. 
I was an Anti-Bailey 
m an in that fight, but I was not 
willing to allow my position on a 
political question to be used 
to 
protect a criminal or cover a crime. 
1 have never had th e least ques­ 
tion about the rectitude of my con­ 
duct in th at m atter. 


I can differ with rny fellows in 
m atters of politics w ithout allow­ 
ing my spleen to so possess me th at 
J lose sight of justice and of right. 
In the futherance of my political 
beliefs, I am willing to go as far 
as it is manly, ju st, and right to 
go, but when those with whom I 
am associated in any u n d ertak in g 
attem pt to use the organization or 
the body with which I am associa­ 
ted for w hat 1 conceive to be 
a 
w'rong purpose, I shall have 
to 
part com pany with them, in so far 
as they seek to use the organiza­ 
tion for such w rong purpose. 
W hen Gaines shot R<*<*se, and I 
had h eard his explanation of the 
ease, my mind wras m ade up as to 
his guilt. 1 then im m ediately w ent 
to H. N. Goodson and told him I 
thought (Jain«*s ought to be w ith­ 
drawn from the race, am i th at he 
and his fath e r w ere the only ones 
who could do it; an d I told him I 
thought it was th eir d u ty to the 
fair name of Com anche county and 
tin* future harm ony and good feel­ 
ing of o ur citizenship, th at Gaines 
he taken out of the race. They had 
th**n been employed 
to 
defend 
him. H. N. Goodson sa id : “ N o,” 
that they would not 
atte m p t 
to 
take him out of the race, th a t they 
w anted him to stay in; th a t so fa r 
as he was concerned, he wished 
that Gaines was ten tim es as ro t­ 
ten, cussed and contem ptible as we 
knew him to be, in o rd er th at wre 
might have a 
measlier, 
m eaner 
dose to cram down the throats of 
those friends of Bailey who w ere 
against him. 
That dem onstrated such a wide 
difference between them a n d me 
as to our conception of our d u ty 
to the public, that I have 
never 
since had anything to do with nor 
sought to have anything to do w ith 
them in public m atters. I shall not 
now, nor hereafter, give my opin­ 
ion of them. That is not a m atte r 
with which the public is concern­ 
ed; and as to 111 « * i r opinion of me, 
I am absolutely indifferent to th at. 
1 have given these facts to the p u b ­ 
lie in o rd er that you m ay u n d e r­ 
stand tin* real reason of their en­ 
mity to me, an d not 
he 
misled 
by tlit* claim th at it is either love 
for the adm inistration, a m atter of 
principle or concern for the public 
welfare.
